While a great portion of the prisoners
were processing the g. eatest joy at boiug able a^ain to
return to the Soutb, there was ;i i>oriiou over whom the
news that they were to be exchanged spread the deepest
gloom. 0f these a portion had taken the oath
of allegiance to tho would-be government of Jeff. Davis,
but did not with to cither go back to light again in the
rebel army, or to take the oath to support tho govern¬
ment of the United Suites, which would cntise them to
violate their oaths given to the South. Here wta tribula¬
tion lor which there was no remedy; hence tneso men,
who hail sworn to support the reboliion, when tb°
timo came for them to march on board the transports
that were in waiting to convey thorn to City Point,
marched aloe,; with every manifestation of unfeigned
s.rrow.
For some months communications have been received

from numbers of those men, asking to be allowed to
take the oath; and, although none ol these communica¬
tions were answered, simply because it was a inattei
..vtth which tho commander of tho poet had nothing to
do, their names were all taken, and on Tuesday last Major
SegeUartb walked into the quarters of tho prisoners and
called on the names of those who liau requested to take
tho oatli, and at once marched them out upon the parade
ground, where they were interrogated as to whether they
knew what the purport of the oa»h was. no answered
that they did uot; others, that ttiey did and v ore willing
to take it at any moment, at the sumo time desiring to
join someone of the companies at the ^st. 1. ihand
every man was questioned aside irom tho olhfis in re

the oath required of them, provision was mado for tnoir
accommodation outside of the prisoners' barrac.cs an

away from tlieir former companions, who had
threatened to do injury to any of them who should tak0
the oath, and upon their returning to their lormer quar¬
ters for their clothing and other effects they were bru
tally insulted, and in somo Instances attacked. For h

.short tinie the "enjoyment1' went on uninterruptedly;
but at length, seeiug that their iusults went unro

s<-ntcd, they becamo boldor, and commonccd
throwing stones over the barracks at thoir
former companion!, who hid had the pleasure
of at least signifying tlieir intention to take the oath
when an opportunity was offered lo them. At this junc.
ture a strong guard was placed at the gates leading to
the barracks, aud the seutineiB were instructed to shoot
all tboso who persisted in rebellion against the proper
authorities. But rebellion aud insubordination had boon
such a common thing with them that thoy forgot for the
time that they were prisoners of war, and kept on ut

their amusemeut, against the earneat appeals ol the ser¬

geant of the guard, until it was found necessary to train
the howitzers upon them, and Boud a llle of men, accom¬

panied by Major S gebarth, of whom the> had a whole
some dread, aud whom at th« same time, they
held iu great re?j>cct. Tho Major, n'ior giviau
some two or three a very lovrag embrace in
his stalwart a.ms, cleared the yard ami drove them into
their quarters, and for tho balance of the day they re¬
mained perfectly docile, with the exception of uttering a
few additional threats as to what they would do whet
they a/ain caught the loyalists down in .seoesh."
